Affordable housing’s Top 10 list 


Housing committee brainstorms ideas for affordable homes 


By Adam Groff 

The Andover Housing Partner- 
ship Committee - the group 
charged with developing an 
affordable-housing plan for the 
town — has built a list of 10 ideas 
for promoting affordable housing 
in Andover. 

“We had excellent citizen 
involvement with the committee 
in arriving at the list of 10 tools in 
the toolbox,” said AHPC Chair- 
man Dave Hastings of the meet- 
ing held Monday night to refine 
the items on the list. Hastings said 
the tools are actually ideas and 
incentives for affordable housing 
that need to be researched in detail 
to determine whether they are 
workable. But the housing com- 
mittee plans to present the ideas to 
the Board of Selectmen on June 4. 


Sizes 5 thru 16 
Widths B to 3E 


The committee has been creat- 
ing its list while also advising the 
Zoning Board of Appeals on the 
five comprehensive building per- 
mits that have been filed or are 
soon to be filed in town. If resi- 
dents want to fend off additional 
comprehensive permits, which 
allow developers to override local 
zoning restrictions in exchange for 
making a certain percentage of 
their units affordable, AHPC 
members say it behooves the town 
to increase affordable housing on 
its own terms. The comprehensive 
permit law, chapter 40B, is trig- 
gered in towns whose affordable 
housing stock is below 10 percent. 
Andover’s affordable housing is at 
about 9 percent, according to 1990 
census data.

Issues that stand out in the 
effort to bring more affordable 
housing to Andover are the high 
cost of land and the problem of the 
expiration of affordable housing 
after a certain period of time. 

The committee’s 10 ideas to 
address these issues are as fol- 
lows: 

1. FIND WAYS TO PRESERVE THE 
AFFORDABILITY OF “EXPIRING- 
USE PROJECTS” like Andover 
Commons and Riverview Com- 
mons, such as through non-profit 
tenant ownership. The affordabili- 
ty agreement Andover Commons 
has with the government will 
expire this October, unless the 
developer opts to extend it by five 
years. Riverview Commons’ will 
expire in two more years. 

2. INVESTIGATE WHETHER 
MUNICIPAL OR TAX-TITLE LAND 
COULD BE MADE AVAILABLE for 
affordable housing, provided the 
land is deed-restricted to keep it 
permanently affordable. 

3. SEE WHETHER THE TOWN 
COULD BUILD “CARETAKER” 
DWELLINGS on school- or other 
town-owned land that could be 
rented to teachers or other town 
employees. 

4, LOOK INTO DEVELOPING 
AFFORDABLE HOUSING THROUGH 
THE RECENTLY-PASSED COMMUNI- 
TY PRESERVATION ACT, which 
allows towns that adopt it to levy 
property taxes of up to 3 percent 
above the levy limit, to be used for 
open space, historic preservation, 
and affordable housing. The first 
$100,000 of assessed value could 
be exempted from the surcharge. 
Planning Director Steve Colyer, 
who was also present for Monday 
night’s meeting, said the CPA 
could be “a huge tool” for increas- 
ing affordable housing. 

5. GIVE DEVELOPERS AN

INCENTIVE to place deed restric- 
tions on their properties to keep 
them permanently affordable by 
offering, in exchange, to waive 
building permit and utility con- 
nection fees, and assessing prop- 
erty taxes based only on the value 
of the units, not the land, 

6. CREATE A MULTI-FAMILY 
HOUSING ZONE between the cen- 
tral business district and the start 
of the single-family residence 
zones, with tax incentives for 
adding affordable units to existing 
two- or three-family homes. 

7. GIVE TOWN THE RIGHT OF 
FIRST REFUSAL to buy any project 
where affordability is expiring, by 
passing a law, if such a law is 
allowable. 

8. SEE IF THE TOWN CAN 
DEVELOP AN ANNUITY PROGRAM to 
set aside money in preparation for 
purchasing such properties. 


9. EXAMINE AN AFFORDABLE 
HOUSING PROJECT PLANNED AND 
EXECUTED IN CONCORD. 

The project was created 
through a set of bylaws and con- 
tracts that could be easily adapted 
to Andover’s requirements, 
according to officials. The project 
was designed to build 12 units of 
affordable housing, meeting set 
criteria, on six acres of town- 
owned land that was transferred to 
a developer for $1.

Resident calls for path to conservation

When she wants to take a stroll 
through the woods, resident Jean 
Martin says she steps over and 
around plants and electrical equip- 
ment to get to the Pole Hill conser- 
vation area. 


selves do not Clearly stake out 
entrances to public property in 
Subdivisions, he says. 

Greer admits that only about 
half the parcels are marked with 
signage to identify them as conser- 
vation land. However, he 


Martin says that the 
10-foot-wide obstruc- 
tion, located at the end of 
a cul-de-sac on Pole Hill 
Drive, makes it more dif- 
ficult for residents to find 
the public access way 
into the conservation 
area. 

“I’ve always walked 
the conservation land in 
town and enjoyed it,” she 
says. “But there aren’t too many 
people that use the (Pole Hill) 
entrance, because for years it’s 
been blocked off with all the plant- 
ings.” 

Pole Hill isn’t the only spot in 
town where residents have com- 
plained about such obstructed 
access ways. At 7 and 11 Granli 
Drive, for instance, residents built 
a swimming pool right in the path 
of a piece of conservation land. 
Other areas have few or no signs to 
inform residents that the area con- 
tains public land they can enjoy. 

“It is a problem,” says Michael 
Miller, former Planning Board 
chairman, who has dealt with such 
issues for years. “(An entrance) 
looks private, yet it’s a public 
access way.” 

As Andover continues to buy 
more conservation land, the prob- 
lem will continue unless the town 
takes action. 

Andover already owns 170 
parcels of land — almost 1,800 
acres — and there simply aren’t 
enough people to police every 
square foot of property, says Con- 
servation Administrator Jim Greer. 

“We're not ignoring it,” Greer 
says, but he acknowledges that 
“there are some problems with 
encroachments on town-owned 
conservation land.” 

The Conservation Commission 
continues to work with the Granli 
Drive residents to resolve the prob- 
lem with the swimming pool. The 
commission is currently negotiat- 
ing with Mass. Electric regarding 
the eventual removal or replace- 
ment of the electrical box at Pole 
Hill, and commission member 
Paul Finger is also talking with 
resident Paulette Turco about 
removing the plantings. Turco 
could not be reached for comment. 

Planning Director Steve Colyer 
says that residents are not always 
made aware that their property 
abuts conservation land. Real- 
estate brokers sometimes neglect 
to mention it before a sale, and 
sometimes the developers them-

many residents who 
can’t find their way into 
the conservation proper- 
ties. 

“It’s rare that some- 
one has called about 
that,” he says. 

The commission, 
along with other volun- 
teer “overseers” will 
begin installing wooden markers 
along conservation properties this 
summer to identify them. 

Martin, however, isn’t satisfied 
with the commission’s efforts. 
“They’re supposed to be protect- 
ing conservation land,” she Says. 
“To my way of thinking, I know 
it’s public and I know I can go 
through there. But... the general 
public wouldn’t know.”

I seems a foregone conclusion that popular 
music teacher Brandon Psenicka will not 
return to Andover next year. The success of the 
bands under his baton, and the protests of his 
students and their parents, are not likely to have 
any effect. 

Of course, the administration doesn’t have to 
explain its action in full. It’s within its rights to 
head for cover under the laws that keep person- 
nel records from becoming public records. 
Presumably, it has a reasonable explanation for 
its decision. But the Andover schools reported- 
ly have had five band directors in 10 years. Red 
SOx managers last longer than that. So, if par- 
ents and the administration can get past the 
emotional Psenicka issue specifically, it’s time 
for the school department — or, more precisely, 
to explain what the 
schools are looking for, in general.

The planned, private meeting between some 
band parents and Superintendent Claudia Bach 
may help to soothe some hard feelings. But a 
more public action will do greater long-term 
good. School officials should consider outlin- 
ing specifically and publicly what they expect 
from the next music teacher and band director, 
if he or she is to retain the job. This will allow 
the new teacher to understand exactly what 
must be done. Perhaps more importantly to the 
community at large, it will allow future band 
parents to understand why the school depart- 
ment chooses to make the type of decisions that 
currently seem arbitrary to many involved with 
the school music program.

Band director has raised bar for kids 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was deeply disturbed to learn 
on Friday, May 4, of Diana Kol- 
ben’s decision not to recommend 
renewal of band director Brandon 
Psenicka’s contract. What possible 
reason could there be for not 
affirming and supporting the 
incredible gifts a charismatic 
young teacher brings to our chil- 
dren and to their music program? 

I have had two children come 
through the Andover Public 
Schools from kindergarten, with 
my younger child now entering 
his senior year in high school, and 
in all that time I have only wit- 
nessed one other music teacher 
(Josie Walker) who generated 
such enthusiasm and dedication to 
the music program. Under Mr. 
Psenicka’s leadership, we have 
seen the AHS marching band 
achieve a new level of compe- 
tence and ensemble playing 
(reflected in their winning the 
NESBA Division I Championship 
last fall). The high school concert 
and jazz bands are playing music 
of much greater difficulty and 
with ever-greater skill. In addition. 
Mr. Psenicka has introduced the 
young people to a broader range 


of musical styles and genres than | 
have seen previously in the 
Andover schools, effectively 
“raising the bar.” 

There have been times, during 
the past 12 years, when it was 
embarrassing to sit in a concert 
because the quality of music-mak- 
ing was so poor, when the expec- 
tations of the children were so low 
and when the skills of the teachers 
were sO minimal. This has never 
been the case under Mr. Psenic- 
ka’s leadership. Just watching the 
last band concert, when the ele- 
mentary- and middle-school-age 
children eagerly watched the 
bands under Mr. Psenicka’s direc- 
tion, gave some indication of how 
much the younger children are 
looking forward to participating in 
the ensembles at higher grade lev- 
els — under his leadership. 

I heartily support Brandon 
Psenicka and urge School Com- 
mittee members to disregard Dr. 
Kolben’s recommendation so that 
we will not lose the momentum 
and the joy of music-making that 
Brandon Psenicka has brought to 
our children!

Inevitable event? That override wil] fail 


Editor, Townsman: 

With the passage of the school 
budget, Town Meeting voters 
have ensured that the next several 
months will see interesting, and 
perhaps painful debates over town 
and school budgets. 

The small number of Andover 
residents who participated in this 
Vote is a strong example of why 
Town Meeting is no longer the 
best format for town democracy. 
A few people each year approve 
$100 million of taxpayer-funded 
expenditures. Sure, we’ re all invit- 
ed, but it’s an increasingly incon- 
venient format, with big items 
buried among the small. In this 
electronic age, we should have a 
better way for our citizens to learn 
about, and certainly to vote on 
important matters. 

It’s fortunate, though, that state 
law requires a town-wide vote to 
override Proposition 2/4. Let me 
offer one humble opinion: I do not 
support an override of Proposition 
2% to dig Andover out of this 
growing school-funding situation. 

I’ve been watching with inter- 
est the gradual build-up of the 
argument for the “inevitable over- 
ride.” 

In Town Meeting budget votes 
of the last three years, when we 
approved new schools and many 
other items, I do not recall men- 
tion of a needed override. In other 
words, I don’t think we were fully 
advised by our leaders in govern- 
ment of what we were getting 
into. Only over the last few 


months have I noticed the term 
“inevitable override” creeping 
into the discussion. 

(I will take this moment to 
offer praise to Brian Major and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
for supporting a more modest 
school-budget alternative this 
year. They were doing their jobs; 
unfortunately, to no avail). 

I recall the passing of Proposi- 
tion 2% in Massachusetts. The 
teacher unions and education lead- 
ership nearly went berserk, threat- 
ening dire ramifications and pre- 
senting lists of the wonderful pro- 
grams that would have to be cut if 
the law passed. The voters, how- 
ever, were not cowed by these 
threats and bleak visions and. 
when the law passed resounding - 
ly, many of those cuts were not 
realized. The citizens demanded 
and received leadership from their 
education departments (and 
departments represented by other 
unions), which resulted in new 
thinking and far less painful alter- 
natives. 

Many towns have requested 
Overrides since then; few have 
received them from the voters. | 
predict Andover will not pass an 
override. Therefore, I challenge 
town and education department 
leaders to start planning now for 
how we will deal with the voters 
denying an override to the levy 
limit, because I, for one, see that 
as inevitable.

Editor, Townsman: 

We need to think long and 
carefully about how we use our 
publicly owned or protected 
vacant land. At Rec Park the 
intention was to create extended 
active recreational opportunities 
when the land was acquired. 

The town has documented 
demand for 11 more athletic fields 
than are presently available to 
meet the requirements of respon- 
sible use. All existing fields, with 
| the exception of those at Bancroft 
and South schools are in the north 
end of town. Many people from 
the south end drive through and 
past the Rec Park area on their 
Way to practices and games. 

There are, at present, four pro- 
posed sites where new fields 
might be constructed and two 
| other sites I was reminded about 
by a Finance Committee member 
during a discussion. Of the four — 
the new schools at Cross Street.

Reichhold Chemical — two (Cross 
Street and the landfill) are sched- 
uled for development (both still in

pated consequences. The gravel 
pit requires minimum altering of 
terrain or disruption of flora and 
fauna for construction of athletic 
fields and already has easy access 
for incorporation of sanitary ser- 
vices not available at most of the 
other such sites in town. 

Numerous other public and 
private sites have significant exist- 
ing advantages appropriate for 
nature programs and manage- 
ment. At Rec Park, the adjacent 
Foster’s Island conservation area 
already has a 10-station nature 
trail developed as an Eagle Scout 
project years ago, and currently in 
need of restoration. 

In 1998, Town Meeting 
approved $138,000 for design of 
expanded facilities including 
playing fields, and this was com- 
pleted in early 2000 after several 
public meetings. The Rec Park 
plan includes improved access to 
Foster’s Island, new off-road 
parking and other much-needed 
restoration and upgrades. 

In addition to several other 
town-owned conservation lands 
(1,500 acres under direct control) 
and the nearly 500 acres of pro- 
tected watershed near Haggett’s 
Pond, there are four other entities 
in town with potentially usable 
and already partially developed 
sites for a nature park. These four 
entities would not require acts of 
the legislature or the town to per- 
mit a change of use, as would the 
gravel pit. AVIS (more than 1,100

Second, Mr. Zipeto asks 
whether Massachusetts needs the 
power the plant would bring and 
whether there are technical defects 
in the proposed design. The 
answers are “no” to the former 
question and “yes” to the latter. 
The power from the Dracut plant 
would be sold elsewhere, not nec- 
essarily in Massachusetts. More- 
over, this state has more than an 
adequate supply of power (at least 
according to the acting governor’s 
office). Indeed, news reports indi- 
cate that the alleged “energy cri- 
sis” in California is the result, in 
large part, of power companies 
purposely restricting supply by 
taking plants off line in such num- 
bers that suggest a motive other 
than normal maintenance. In other 
words, the alleged energy crisis is 
wholly market-driven, not supply- 
driven. 

The opposition to the proposed 
Dracut power plant is also ground- 
ed in the public’s justified demand 
for honesty from both the govern- 
ment and the power company. 
Attorney General Thomas Reilly 
has criticized the state’s Depart- 


ment of Telecommunications and 
Energy (DTE) as being inordinate- 
ly subject to the energy industry’s 


lobbying power. The decision of 


the Siting Board (a part of DTE) to 
allow the siting of the proposed 
power plant is filled with proce- 
dural and substantive errors and is 
consequently on appeal (thanks to 
the town’s support). In addition, 
this power company has repeated- 
ly made inconsistent statements to 


the public regarding the level of 


the proposed emissions and it 
adamantly insists on using lower- 
cost, emission-control technology 
rather than cleaner, state-of-the-art 
technology. 

Mr. Zipeto is correct that we are 
all polluters and should be mindful 
of the waste we create. That is why 
it is so disheartening to, for exam- 
ple, choose not to install an auto- 
matic sprinkler system in an effort 
to conserve water, while the power 
company proposes to suck three 
million gallons a day from the 
Merrimack River (a major source 
of drinking water for Andover), 
notwithstanding the fact that alter- 
native (albeit more expensive) 
technology, which has been 
employed elsewhere, would obvi- 


With these rates, 


ate the need for such massive 
water use. 

Simply put, Nickel Hill will not 
provide clean, useful power to the 
Commonwealth. It will try to 
make cheap power at our environ- 
mental expense to sell outside the 
state for its own profit. That is why 
Andover opposes the current Dra- 
cut power-plant proposal.

Long-awaited sewer 
project is underway 


By Rebecca Piro 

The sewer expansion project is 
underway. 

Workers cracked pavement in 
Ballardvale Monday to begin the 
process of laying sewer pipe for 
contract one of five, the Foster’s 
Pond area. They’re beginning the 
Slow job of tracing pipe through- 
out town to bring sewer to 250 
residents in Ballardvale. 

“This is going to be a long pro- 
ject,” says Public Works Director 
Jack Petkus. 

It’s also been a long time com- 
ing. Voters approved the project at 
1999 Town Meeting, and Public 
Works employees at that time pre- 
dicted completion by 2003. Petkus 
updated that estimate last fall, due 
to difficulties in attaining state 
permits, and predicted a comple- 
tion date between 2004 and 2006. 
Officials had hoped to break 
ground in early March. Petkus 
Now says construction will likely 
last between three and five years. 

Workers started at Wyncrest 


Circle and the intersection of 


Enfield Drive and Woburn Street 
last week. This first neighborhood 
to receive sewer pipes will have 
the first opportunity to hook in to 


town sewer. Workers will have 
installed and tested the new pipes 
by this fall, at which point resi- 
dents can hire a contractor to hook 
up their home, says Petkus. How- 
ever, no household is required to 
connect to sewer. 

“Whether they hook up or not, 
that’s up to them,” he says. Resi- 
dents must first acquire a free per- 
mit from the town before their pri- 
vate contractor connects their 
home. Petkus. recommends that 
neighboring residents plan ahead 
and get a reduced price by hiring a 
contractor to connect several 
homes at once. Residents also 
must make sure that their contrac- 
tor removes or fills in each septic 
tank after completing the sewer 
hookup. 

With sewer service, however, 
comes the bill to pay for it. Once 
sewer is available in a neighbor- 
hood, the town will charge resi- 
dents a preliminary betterment — 
equal to half the estimated better- 
ment price. Those estimates range 
between $10,000 and $18,000, 
says Petkus. When the project is 
completed, the town will recalcu- 
late final betterment costs. Resi- 
dents will then owe the balance.

main office facility on Burtt Road. 
It has filed for an additional 31,000 
square feet of floor space for offices 
in one building, and the construc- 
tion of a second floor of 17,545 
square feet for a research and 
development laboratory in asecond 
building. Both structures are cur- 
rently used for storage. 

“We have been working with 
local authorities and submitted 
everything they requested. We've 
adhered to all the guidelines,” says 
Doug Petkus from Wyeth-Ayerst 
Co. in Radnor, Penn., Genetics’ 
parent company. He would not 
comment on the possibility of a 
lawsuit. 

Nason, a member of the Ballard- 
vale Traffic Task Force, says work- 
ing with the town and Genetics to 
curb company traffic cutting 
through the Vale has been largely 
unsuccessful. Even one more vehi- 


cle will make the congestion more 
unbearable, she says. “The whole 
situation down here is very sad in 
general,’ Nason adds. 

Colyer says that Genetics’ plan 
calls for a potential average of 70 to 
89 additional vehicles traveling to 
and from Genetics every day, if and 
when Genetics hires new employ- 
ees. That is something that will not 
happen immediately, says Petkus. 
Even so, Colyer says that addition 
will not negatively impact the com- 
munity. 

The potential alone is enough to 
upset resident Jean Verzola. 
“Genetics has admitted that there is 
potential for 300 to 350 more peo- 
ple,” she says, alluding to the plans 
for a new parking lot. 

But the parking lot increase is 
misleading, Colyer adds. Though 
zoning regulations require Genetics 
to pave spaces for about 400 vehi- 
cles, the cornpany says it will not 
likely fill it in the near future. 


“TI give kudos to Genetics for 
going out of their way to keep (res- 
idents) informed about what 
they’re doing,” says Colyer. Genet- 
ics approached the task force 
recently about the expansion plans, 
and even has its own representative 
on the task force. “To attack Genet- 
ics for something like this is the 
wrong approach,” he adds. 

But Nason doesn’t want to hear 
it. “Genetics has been a good 
industry, but the people in town 
have been promised for so long 
that the traffic would be handled, 
and it just plain has not for one rea- 
son or another,” she says. 

Ballardvale residents sued 
Genetics when it expanded two 
years ago, and the company settled 
the issue by giving residents 
$100,000 for traffic mitigation 
measures. Since then, it has also 
started a Transportation Manage- 
ment Organization to provide bus 
service to local employees.

May date for “substantial comple- 
tion” — the point at which a building

can be used for its intended purpose 
— was purposely scheduled early to 
leave a margin for error. Substan- 
tial completion should be followed 
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in about 30 days by the “final com- 
pletion” of cosmetic details. 

“While the contractor is respon- 
sible for getting the building 
cleaned and ready to go, there are a 
number of things we need to do to 
the get the school ready to open,” 
said Piantedosi. “To have that cush- 
ion there is important.” 

He said that before the school 
opens, plant and facilities personnel 
will do a routine test of all the 
building’s systems to make sure 
they are operating in accordance 
with specifications. 

Project Manager Phil Tuminelli 
said the extension is not yet official, 
but he sees no reason that it will not 
be approved as proposed. 

“Callahan has to come forward 
with a narrative saying why they 
need the extension,” he said. “We 
haven't received that yet, and we 
haven’t officially extended the con- 
tract.” Tuminelli also said that the 
severity of next winter should not 
be a factor, because by then the 
building will be closed in and the 
work will continue indoors. 

Piantedosi said he is comfort- 
able with the proposed timetable 
revision. He said that this project is 
different from the Andover High 
School renovation project, complet- 
ed in 1997 after two years’ worth of 
delays. 

“One thing that makes this dif- 
ferent from the high school project 
is that this is all new construction,” 
said Piantedosi. “Renovation work 
is much more difficult. You're 
working around old stuff, and 
there’s always surprises.” 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
said she is not worried by the delay. 
“It is my major concern that the 
schools be done in time to open, so 
I’m not yet concerned,” she said. 
“We felt that they had very legiti- 
mate reasons for extending. Even 
on days with lots of rain and snow, 
they kept working.”

When firemen looked 
for water to douse flames 
inside a burning bed- 
room Monday, they 


found two broken 
hydrants instead. 
One hydrant on 


Greenwood Road was 
completely missing. A 
second hydrant near the 
burning home at 36 
Greenwood Road would 
not open right away, says 
Deputy Albert Deldotto. 

“Three guys got on it 
and opened it,” says Del- 
dotto. “They overcame it 
by brute strength.” 

Despite the obstacle, 
firefighters got the 
flames under control in 
30 minutes and saved the 
Zonghetti family’s 
home. The cause of the 
fire is still under investi- 
gation. 

“We are totally 
impressed with the work 
they did,” says Maureen 
Zonghetti. “They 
responded (to the scene) 
in five minutes.” Her 15- 
year-old son Christopher 
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discovered the fire and 
called the fire depart- 
ment. But no matter how 
quickly everyone reacted 
in the emergency, the sit- 
uation could have been 
much different if fire- 
fighters had not cracked 
open the hydrant. 

“With the bad 
hydrant... it very easily 
could have been worse,” 
says Deldotto, adding 
that firefighters were 
recently faced with a 
Similar situation on 
South Main Street, 
where two hydrants 
failed. The firemen were 
forced to spend time 
routing hoses to another 
hydrant, farther away 
from the scene of the 
fire. “It delays the opera- 
tion,” he adds. 

On Greenwood Road, 
it’s possible that the 
missing hydrant was 
knocked over during the 
winter, says Zonghetti. 

Flames severely dam- 
aged Zonghetti’s second- 
floor bedroom, and

management” (again, without a 
truly constructive support system) 
is more important to your depart- 
ments than musical success. What 
are the fine arts department and 
secondary schools looking for in a 
band instructor? Someone who 
maintains an orderly classroom at 
the expense of creativity? Or, 
someone who inspires enthusiasm 
and whose teaching style needs 
nurturing and guidance by an 
experienced educator? (The for- 
mer can be taught. The latter is a 
gift!) More importantly, what 
exactly is the commitment of the 
Andover schools to the instrumen- 
tal program? 

One would assume that the fine 
arts department would support, 
protect, advocate, and nurture all 
of its programs. The band program 
has not received such attention. In 
fact, over the last 10 years, the 
middle- and high-school programs 
have cycled through no less than 
five directors and at least three 
support staff. All but the current 
instructor, who is also facing 
expulsion, have successfully 
moved into teaching positions in 
other towns. Andover, it appears, 
is anything but supportive of its 
band staff. 

Four years ago, the instrumen- 
tal program was in crisis during 
school budgetary cuts. Instead of 
protecting its combined string and 
band program serving 750 stu- 
dents, the suggestion from the fine 
arts department was to eliminate 
an instructor’s position, thereby 
placing the burden of the entire 
483-student band program on the 
shoulders of one instructor. 

Last year, when the number of 
elementary school students inter- 
ested in band lessons was becom- 
ing too large for one band instruc- 
tor to handle, the response of the 
fine arts department was to elimi- 
nate introduction of band instru- 
ments in the fourth grade rather 
that seek an additional part-time 
instructor. 

It takes time for students to 
grow accustomed to new instruc- 
tion. It takes continuity for them to 
trust that the director they are look- 
ing forward to working with will 
indeed be there when they arrive. 
The students and parents are very 
happy with Brandon Psenicka’s 
direction. We are extremely 
unhappy with actions that effec- 
tively undermine the band pro- 
gram and disappoint or discourage 
our children. Please renew Mr. 
Psenicka’s contract and give this 
young, talented teacher the support 
and encouragement he needs to 
continue serving our children and 
developing the band program into 
one of excellence.

Foremost among the students’ 
objections to the test is that it 
might lead to a deadening stan- 
dardization of education, and that 
it would leave minorities in under- 
funded school districts behind. 
Some referred to the MCAS as the 
“Massachusetts Caucasian 
Advancement System.” 

“The importance of our walk- 
ing out and not taking this test,” 
said Mason, “is that it puts us in 
the same boat as kids in communi- 
ties that don’t have the same 
resources. A big part of this protest 
is that MCAS encourages a new 
kind of inauthentic education 
reform where everything goes to 
more standardization. It puts edu- 
cation in a box.” 

The students acknowledged, 
however, that they do intend to 
take the test at some point if it 
continues to be a graduation 
requirement. Nonetheless, their 
initial failures will figure in the 
official tally of Andover students’ 
performance, 

“We're hoping to make this not 
a requirement,” said Khaki McEI-

fresh. “It’s not because we think 
we won't pass. We have five 
chances to take the ‘test, which is 
another reason it’s ridiculous.”

Last hurrah for Psenicka

ndover schools music teacher and 
marching band director Brandon 
Psenicka received his dismissal letter 
early in April, but he didn’t announce the news 
to his students until about a month later. He says 
he didn’t want to spoil the marching band’s trip 
to Annapolis on the last weekend in April. 

“Tt was a wonderful trip, and I wanted to 
wait until after the trip to tell them,” said 
Psenicka last Thursday. 

After hearing the news, more than 20 
shocked band students and parents quickly 
atranged to attend the May 8 School Committee 
meeting to protest the firing of the most popular 
band director in recent memory, and the fifth in 
10 years, to that body and to Superintendent 
Claudia Bach, who is ultimately approves all 
hirings and firings. 

However, they will probably never have an 
answer to their burning question - “Why?” — as 
personnel files are not public record, and must 
be kept private. What is public is that Psenicka 
has not passed his teaching certification test, 
and his status is “pre-professional,” the educa- 
tion-reform equivalent of not tenured. 

“The thing that’s really important to under- 
stand with people who are pre-professional,” 
said Bach, “is that we don’t even need a reason, 
and I know that sounds crass. There doesn’t 
even need to be anything negative about their 
performance, it just might not fit the needs of 
the district — and that’s really it with Brandon.” 

“Just because somebody can be let go for 
any reason, doesn’t mean you should do it,” 
said band parent Dave Hastings of Kenilworth 
Street. “That may stop lawsuits, but it doesn’t 
prove anything to me. I’m willing to accept 
that we'll never know all the reasons, but as far 
as I can see, the man’s been terrific.” 

Although it would theoretically be possible 
for Bach to hire Psenicka back next year, to do 
so would be to override the recommendation of 
Andover High School Principal Peter Ander- 
son and West Middle School Principal Vicki 
Simms, who were supporting the recommen- 
dation of Fine Arts Director Diana Kolben. 
Kolben, who was present but silent at last 
week’s School Committee meeting, declined to 
comment on the matter when asked this week. 

According to Psenicka, the administration 
has questioned his classroom management 
skills, which he has described as “laid-back.” 
However, last November, the AHS marching 
band won the New England Scholastic Band 
Association competition for the first time in 
seven years. Psenicka says the size of the mid- 
dle school band has doubled. Students say that 
band is no longer a class to take for an easy 
grade, but for a truly enriching educational 
experience. 

“T love the music that I teach, and teaching 
the music, and watching the kids grow,” said 
Psenicka. “I’ve always felt comfortable con- 
veying my ideas to a group of students. The 
kids have been so wonderful.” 

Bach says that although Psenicka’s teaching

Soon after, she remembers being mysti- 
fied by the resonating rings at the 
Memorial Bell Tower at Phillips Acad- 
emy. “I was a student at Pike (School) 
and when I listened to them, I felt that 
the chimes were reaching up to the 
heavens to the veterans who died,” Says 
Innes. “I became interested in it (WWI) 
and I just keep going.” 

Innes’s grandfather served in World 
War I as a major in the 26th Division 
from Massachusetts. Before his pass- 
ing, he compiled a book, with a captain 
from the same division. The book was 
titled Gold Star WWI Records, and list- 
ed and named every Massachusetts res- 
ident who served and died in the WWI. 
The term “gold star” referred to soldiers 
who lost their lives in that war. 

Innes’s interests in WWI intensified 
approximately 25 years ago when she 
began to focus her research on local 
involvement in WWI. “After my grand-

father passed away, and about 15 years 
ago, I inherited his WWI memorabilia. 
My mother gave me a copy of his book. 
When I saw it, I was so proud of the 
book and so proud of him,” says Innes. 
“My grandfather was a historian and | 
inherited his love for history.” 

Since his death, Innes has expanded 
her collection to include original 
posters, fliers, pins, sheet music, and 
other items all from the WWI era. She 
has shared her collection with the

Historical Society presents look at Andover during the Civil War | Mother-daughter brunch served May 19 


. Ps te AWAKE!” a lecture on Andover during the 
Civil War, will take place Wednesday, May 23 at 
noon, presented by museum assistant and researcher Joan 
Patrakis. Patrakis, a native of Andover and a local historian 
and author, is currently writing a book about this town’s 
role in the Civil War based on first-hand accounts by 
Andover residents. She has written numerous articles on 
\ndover’s history and its people. 
Patrakis wrote and produced a documentary about the 
charitable work of 19th century Andover women. She has 


also compiled and indexed field inventories of several of 


the town’s oldest burying grounds. 

“Andover Awake!” will describe one town’s spirited 
response to the call to war and its continued support of the 
Union through four years of that bitter national struggle. 
History will be brought to life through the words of town 
leaders, local residents, soldiers and their loved ones on the 
home front. Newspapers captured those turbulent years, 
and describe local flag-raising ceremonies and military 
drills, which were punctuated with patriotic music and 
rousing speeches. Camp life and battle scenes are recorded 
in correspondence found in Andover Historical Society’s 
collections. 


For example, one young farm boy proudly wrote his 
brother, “I fired my musket into Virginia.” Another com- 
rade recounted the Battle of Spotsylvania, which claimed 
the lives of 13 Andover men. 

Andover during the Civil War reflects experiences com- 
mon to most New England towns. Yet because Harriet 
Beecher Stowe was a local resident at this time, Andover’s 
story is unique. Stowe shook the world and gained interna- 
tional fame through her moving descriptions of slavery in 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin or Life Among the Lowly. Abraham Lin- 
coln greeted her at the White House with “so this is the lit- 
tle woman who started this big war.” Later, reading the 
Andover Advertiser, she would learn of her son being 
wounded at Gettysburg. 

From the opening days of the Civil War through the 
assassination of President Lincoln recounted by an Andover 


school girl, “Andover Awake!” will offer a vivid picture of 


what it was like to live through those historical events. 
The lecture is free, although donations will be gracious- 
ly accepted.

themselves of their pallid 
appearances. Before doing so, 
it would behoove them to con- 
sider this fact: Tans aren’t nec- 
essarily healthy for the skin. 

“Any tan is a form of sun 
damage,” says Dr. Christine 
Andersen of Andover Derma- 
tology. 

In order to minimize sun 
damage, Dr. Andersen advises 
people to protect themselves 
during the hot summer 
months. 

“A usual recommendation 
would be to always wear sun- 
screen with at least an SPF of 
15 or higher,” she says. “Some- 
body who is wearing an SPF of 
15 would have 15 times the nor- 
mal sunburn protection.” 

SPF stands for “sun protec- 
tion factor,” according to Dr. 
Andersen. 

Although we’ve all seen the 
typical tourist with the sun- 
screen-slathered nose, one 
common mistake that many

people make is applying too 
small an amount of sunscreen, 
says Dr. Andersen. 

“Typically, people use too 
little sunscreen,” she says. 
“Usually, you need to use at 
least an ounce for your whole 
body.” 

Another common miscon- 
ception ‘that many harbor is 
that sunscreen is all that is 
necessary for protection. 

“Really, sunscreen only 
helps if you are practicing sun 
avoidance techniques,” Dr. 
Andersen explains. 

Avoidance techniques 
include wearing long-sleeve 
shirts and hats and trying to 
seek shade whenever possible. 
Dr. Andersen stresses the fact 
that people should “really try 
to avoid sunlight during the 
middle of the day,” which she 
defines as 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

What about the sun wor- 
shipers who will receive sun- 
burns at some point this sum-

mer? Dr. Andersen says that 
those seeking relief from 
painful sunburns can try 
ibuprofen or over-the-counter 
cortisone cream. 

“Any = sunburn means 
you've done some damage to 
the skin,” she says. 

For some sunburns, recipi- 
ents should receive medical 
attention. 

“(For) sunburns that blister, 
it’s a good idea to check with 
your doctor,” says Dr. Ander- 


sen. 
Dr. Andersen also says that 
people who discover new 


sunspots, moles or pimple-like 
growths that remain for more 
than a month should be 
checked for skin cancer. 

“Skin cancer is very curable 
if it’s caught early,” Dr. Ander- 
sen says. 

People are becoming more 
alert to the dangers of the sun, 
says Dr. Andersen. 

“I think people are more 
aware of it these days,” she 
says. “People seem to be much 
more cautious about being out 
in the sun for extended periods 
of time.” 


Barbecue can be fun for you 

“Everyone looks forward to 
this time of year so they can 
create an outdoor event, barbe- 
cues being a favorite for most 
families because it’s such a 
short season and people enjoy 
being in their yards,” says 
Debra Aubut, owner of the 
party store Abraca Debra’s in 
Tewksbury. 

Indeed, many people this 
summer will be hosting barbe- 
cues. We recently asked two 
“summer fun experts” to give 
us some tips about having the 
ultimate barbecue. 

Bob Reed, the meat manager 
at Star Market in North 


Andover, recommends having 
a diverse selection of meat at a 
barbecue. 

“The easiest thing to do is 
have a little of everything,”

says Mr. Reed. 

A large selection ensures 
that there will be something 
for everyone, according to Mr. 
Reed. He suggests serving bar- 
becue staples, such as chicken 
wings and drumsticks. “I rec- 
ommend marinating them. A 
lot of people like them spicy 
these days,” says Mr. Reed. 
Boneless chicken breast is 
another barbecue favorite, 
according to Mr. Reed. 

“You can also serve the 
basics: hamburgers and _ hot 
dogs,” he notes. 

Sirloin tips are another pos- 
sible barbecue treat. “Those 
can be served straight, right on 
the grill as is, or you can mari- 
nate them. One of the things I 
highly recommend is to teriya- 
ki them; that’s the way I love 
them. You can’t go wrong with 
teriyaki tips,” says Mr. Reed. 
“If you skewer (the tips), I 
highly recommend to saturate 
the wooden skewers in water 
overnight, that way they won’t 
burn.” 

Slicing up vidalia onions, 
skewering them and then plac- 
ing them over

the grill is also a tasty barbe- 
cue offering, according to Mr. 
Reed. “You want to put a little 
oil on those. They are super,” 
he states. 

For vegetarians, Mr. Reed 
recommends Boca products. 

“Boca has a great line of 
(vegetarian) products. I’ve 
actually tried the hamburgers, 
and they’re quite good. A little 
ketchup on those suckers and 
you'll never know the differ- 
ence,” says Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reed says that barbecue 
enthusiasts with some money 
to spare can enjoy expensive 
cuts of meat such as rib-eye or 
top-loin. The _ tenderloin, 
described as “the granddaddy 
of them all” by Mr. Reed, is 
also highly recommended. 

A good barbecue requires a 
little bit of preparation, says 
Mr. Reed. 

“You should have all of your 
stuff already marinaded. Mari- 
nade is something you want to 
do overnight. You want it to sit 
and soak,” he says. “There are 
all kinds of marinades on the 
market. Lemon pepper is a big 
seller for us. It’s all up to taste, 
and everyone is so diverse. 
Most people are buying it these 
days (as opposed to making 
their own). It’s convenient.” 

Mr. Reed also notes that the 
person manning the barbecue 
should preheat the grill for 10 
minutes before cooking. “That 
way you won't slow cook (the 
meat or vegetables),” says Mr. 
Reed. 

Before starting to grill, a 
person running a_ barbecue 
should apply cooking spray to 
the grill, so that nothing sticks, 
and also check for gas leaks, 
especially before the first cook-

es at a barbecue. 

“The staples of a cookout 
are always going to be the sta- 
ples of a cookout,” he notes. 

“Your basic potato and mac- 
aroni salads, chips and pick- 
les” are usually big hits at a 
barbecue, says Mr. Reed. “A 
fruit salad is always good, too.” 

One common mistake at a 


cookout, according to Mr. 
Reed, is under-cooking the 
meat. 


“Most people cook things 
too rare for other people. I rec- 
ommend a meat thermome- 
ter,” says Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reed says that cross- 
contamination is also an issue. 
Never let cooked meat mix 
with raw meat, and don’t put 
cooked meat on a plate or tray 
that has touched raw meat, 
says Mr. Reed. 

Finally, Mr. Reed says one 
other mistake that people often 
make is allowing meat to sit 
too long on a grill without flip- 
ping it. His secret to being a 
“grill master” involves lots of 
motion. 

“I continuously — flip 
meat,” says Mr. Reed. 
keeps it moist, which 
preference.” 

Although food is a major 
consideration at any barbecue, 
there are other factors to con- 
sider. Some people like spicing 
up, their barbecues in non-culi- 
nary ways. 

“As far as a barbecue is con- 
cerned, it’s a lot of fun to create 
a theme for the guests.

“It’s always fun to have an 
activity, because it gets people 
socializing a little bit. It’s 
important to get people talking 
and socializing.

Ms. Aubut says that among 
the many tips she has for host- 
ing a barbecue, one of the most 
important is shopping in 
advance. 

“A lot of people will get 
behind, and they’re shopping 
the week of the event.

hat’s the biggest difference 
the Internet has made in Len 
D’Innocenzo’s business? 

“Time and distance are of no con- 
cern now,” he says. 

In the corporate learning industry, 
that’s a huge change, and that is why 
in February, D’Innocenzo, of Holt 
Road, merged his training consulting 
business, D’Innocenzo, Cullen & 
Associates, with New Jersey-based 
Eeb developer CRK Media to form 
CRKInteractive. He also took the 
business out of his home and into an 
office at One Dundee Park in Andover. 
“CRK” stands for client-focused, 
results-driven, knowledge-based. 

Now, D’Innocenzo’s Fortune-500 
clients, like AT&T, Microsoft, and 
Computer Associates, don’t have to 
send their people on long weekends 
for classroom training in customer- 
focused selling, or team-building, or 
leadership, he says; they can stay 
where they are and just log on to the 
Internet. 

D’Innocenzo and his partner, Jack 
Cullen, brought Chicago-based Quan- 
tum Group Training Consultants into 
the fold as well, to form what D’Inno- 
cenzo says is a multi-million dollar 
business with more than 60 classes to 
offer sales and service organizations. 

“I go back in business 30 years,” 
says D’Innocenzo, who started out in 
sales at NCR Corporation, and has 
lived in Andover for the past nine 
years. “Going away for a training 
weekend used to be kind of nice — it 
used to be kind of a mini-vacation.” 
But in today’s fast-paced economy, he 
says, it can be more of a burden, as 
work rapidly piles up back in the 
office, or arrives via cell phone or lap- 
top. In addition, he says, the compa- 
nies themselves lose valuable revenue 
when they send people like technical 
consultants, some of whom may be 
billable at $1,500 per day, away for 
training that incurs the additional cost, 
not just of the course itself, but of the 
plane ticket and hotel accommoda- 
tions. 

“When we showed (our clients) 
that they could do this through the vir- 
tual classroom, they were all over it,” 
says D’ Innocenzo. 

But what sorts of things does CRKI 
teach? Some of their most important 
courses, according to D’ Innocenzo, 
are about basic people skills. 

“Any time you have highly techni- 
cal people,” he says, “they tend to 
focus more on the technology than 
they do on people.” So when a compa- 
ny like Computer Associates, for 
example, sells software to another 
company, 4echnicians-from Computer 
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Online: Teaching to the tube

Associates have to go to that company 
and install the software, or fix it if 
something goes wrong with it, some- 
times under stressful circumstances. 
D’ Innocenzo says that while technical 
consultants may know all there is to 
know about software code, they may 
not be psychologically equipped to 
deal in a positive, constructive manner 
with stressed-out managers who want 
a problem fixed immediately. 

“Companies just dread those kinds 
of encounters,” he says. So they hire 
training companies like CRKI, whose 
course “Understanding Behavioral 
Styles,” for instance, is now available 
online, with information about basic 
personality types and insights into 
how best to deal with each one. It is 
material that D’Innocenzo and Cullen 
have been disseminating for more than 
12 years at the front of classrooms. 

“The conventional wisdom was 
that you couldn’t do that kind of train- 
ing over the Web,” says D’ Innocenzo. 
“What we proved is that not only can 
you do it on the Web, but in some 
ways you can do it better.” He says 
people who are normally reluctant to 
participate in classroom activities 
often have no qualms about submit- 
ting useful questions or comments 
over the Internet. 

Fhe- eonverstor to the-Internet -has 


not been complete, though: CRKI 
touts its “blended learning” approach, 
meaning that clients can opt for either 
conventional classroom training, live 
Internet training (log on at a specified 
date and time to hear a speaker and 
participate in activities online), or self- 
paced Internet training, available to 
individuals at any time. 

D’Innocenzo hopes that the new 
approach will also give CRKI access 
to a hard-to-reach niche of the market: 
individual home office workers and 
freelancers (or “e-lancers”), of which 
there are more 30 million nationwide, 
according to government data. 

“Tt was totally impractical for us to 
put together training programs for 
those people,” he says. “We'd have to 
rent a room at the Wyndham, set up a 
seminar, advertise for it, and hope peo- 
ple come. Also, when people like that 
take time off to come to a seminar, 
they're not working.” Now, they don’t 
have to leave the office. “We figured 
that what we did for corporations, we 
could do for individuals,” he says. 

D’ Innocenzo and his wife, Donna, 
have two grown daughters, and he is 
currently the director of the Service 
Club of Andover.

contract has not been renewed, 
he could stay on as marching 
band director, which is an 
extracurricular position compen- 
sated with a stipend. 

“We've never tried to take that 
position away from him,” said

control of the Andover contract. 
But that hasn’t affected the level 
of service, he says. 

“I think the service quality is 
very good,” Dempsey says. In 
fact, the biggest complaint the 
committee has received in the last 
six months was regarding AT&T’s 
sales pitches, and not the actual 
service. 

If Andover doesn’t have the 
Food Network, then Goldsmith is 
not the only one not watching it, 
Dempsey says. The service 
offered by AT&T is relatively con- 
sistent from community to com- 
munity, meaning that if Andover 
residents can’t watch their favorite 
cooking shows, neither can those 
in North Andover, Reading or 
Methuen. But he offers hope to 
the hungry. 

“There are always people ask- 
ing for different channels, and 
(AT&T) is constantly changing 
them,” he says.
